J. H. KIENZLE CHARGED 


WITH UNLAWFUL CON- 
VEYANCE 


Malicious Prosecution Charge 
May Be Filed by Attorney 
Mitchell, Who Claims Action 
Is Without Justification 
A complaint charging J. H. 

Kienzle, pioneer of Upland, 

with unlawfully -conveying 

property to his niece, Mrs. Ed- 
na Allee of Upland, in order to 





avoid payment of a court judg- 


ment, has just been filed by 
Earl A. Littlejohn who repre- 
sents Lee E. West, a minor, 
who was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident in which Mr. 
Kienzle was driver of the ear 
that struck the boy. 

The hearing will be held be- 
fore Justice Jerome B. Kava- 
naugh, at San Bernardino, this 
week. 

The criminal action follows 
closely on the heels of an ef- 
fort to eoiiect $5766 judgment 


*|for damages resulting from an 


automobile accident, in which 
Kienzle was a principal. 

An attempt to sell a $4500 
home deed by Kienzle to Mrs. 
Allee, to satisfy the judgment, 
was made a few months age. 

The attempt failed, Superior 

Judge Benjamin F. ._ Warmer 
granting Mrs. Allee a perma- 
nent injunction to prevent the 
sheriff from selling the prop- 
erty deeded her by her uncle. 
According to Judge Warmer’s 
decision, Kienzle had not deed- 
ed the Upland property to Mrs. 
Allee to avoid payment of the 
judgment but for services she 
had rendered. She had taken 
eare of her uncle for a long pe- 
riod while he was sick. 
As a_result of the criminal 
complaint being im refutation 
f this civil decision, a charge 
of malicious prosecution may 
be filed against Attorney Lit- 
tlejohn, who filed the criminal 
complaint against Kienzle, At- 
torney A. D. Mitchell declar- 
ed. He said the action was en- 
tirely without justification. 

The controversy started sev- 
eral months ago when Lee E. 
West, a minor, was injured in 
an automobile in whieh Kien- 
zie was a_ principal. West 
brought suit for damages and 
through an oversight Kienzle 
was not represented in court 
when the ease came up for a 
hearing. As a result, West 
was given judgment for $5760. 

Kienzle had previously deed- 
ed his Upland home to his 
niece, Mrs. Allee. Judge War- 
mer granted the injunction 
preventing the sale of her

Charles M. Ross, giving his 
address as 9453 South Brent- 
wood, Los Angeles, who was 
taken to the San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital, Sunday 
night, immediately after he 
had wrecked three cars, in ad- 
dition to his own, on the Col-

HGH PRESSURE | 
GAS TURNED OM 


Twenty-five citizens of Up- 
land and Ontario, and the of- 
ficials of the Séuthern Coun- 
ties Gas Company, assembled 
at 11 o’clock today in Ontario, 
at the opening of the new high 
pressure gas system. 

Two large tanks, looking 
much like two dirigible bal- 
loons, anchored side by side, 
were the scene of the. cere- 
mony. 

A. F. Bridge, executive en- 
gineer, spoke briefly of the new 
system, comparing the old with 
the new. He said that the old 
style tank is now obsolete. The 
first tank of this system was 
first installed at Azusa a year 
ago, and since that time a 
number of this type have been 
built in several Southern Cali- 
fornia cities. All have proved 
to be very satisfactory. The 
maximum: pressure is 50 Ibs. to 
the inch. ° 

The length of each uurtt is 
147 feet, with a diameter of 
27.8- feet, and a capacity of 
250,000 feet for each unit. The 
total weight of each unit is 
23,000 Ibs. The cost of the two 
units here is $110,000. With 
these units in operation, this 
section will be taken care oF 
for many years. 

Eleven different fields, from 
Newport to_Santa Barbara, are 
the sources of supply that fur- 
nish natural gas to a ‘territory 
extending from Ontario on the 
east and San Pedro and the
